The following proposed amendment of the by-laws of 
Aleppo Temple which was offered in writing at the April Ls, 
Business Meeting and printed in the call for this meeting 
in accordance with the by-laws of the Temple, was read, 
voted on and unanimously passed, following a short discussion. 


Amend by-laws by striking out Sec. 6 of Art. 4,which reads 
as follows: Life Members 

"Section 6. Any member of this Temple who 

is in good standing and whose dues are paid 

in full may be come a Life Member thereof 

by paying to the Temple the sum of twenty- 

five times the annual dues, upon receipt of 

which the Recorder shall issue to him a certi- 

ficate of Life Membership. Said member shall 

thereafter become exempt for life from the 

payment of annual dues, but shall retain all 

the privileges of membership:" 


and substitute, therefore, the following: 
Life Members 


Section 6. Any member of this Temple who is 

in good standing and whose dues are paid in 
full may become a Life Member thereof by pay- 
ing to the Temple the sum of thirty times the 
annual dues, upon receipt of which the Recorder 
shall issue to him a certificate of Life Mem- 
bership. Said member shall thereafter become 


exempt for life from the payments of 
annual dues and assessments by the Temple 
but shall retain all the privileges of 
membership. 


The Committee of five members appointed at the 


previous Business Meeting April 14, relating to procedure 

with regard to receiving and balloting on applications for 
membership made the following report through its Chairman, 
PastPotentate Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr. 


The Committee of five members appointed 
to consider various suggestions made by 
Noble William L. Goodwin at the last 
Aleppo Temple meeting relating to pro- 
cedure incident to receiving and ballot- 
ing on applications for membership, and 
notice of same, met at 20 Beacon Street, 
Boston on Tuesday afternoon. 


The first suggestion was that only one 
black ball, rather than three, be suffi- 
cient to reject an applicant. It was 
pointed out that such a change would re- 
quire an amendment to the Imperial Code 
itself, and cannot be effected either 
by resolution or by a change in the By- 
Laws of Aleppo Temple. Such an amend- 
ment, if desired, must be proposed for 
action at a session of the Imperial 
Council. 


The second suggestion was that twenty- 
five or thirty members must participate 

in a ballot for any candidate in order 

to make the ballot valid. While there 
appears to be considerable merit to the 
suggestion that more of the Nobility 
should participate in any balloting on 

the candidates, an absolute rule requir- 
ing a minimum number of Nobles to partici- 
pate would require a By-Law amendment, 
Subject of course to approval by the com- 
mittee on Jurisprudence and Laws of the 
Imperial Council, as well as by the Imper- 
ial Potentate. The Committee is dis- 
posed to favor the presentation of an 
amendment to the By-Laws of Aleppo Temple 
to provide that in any ballot taken for 


the election of any candidate of 
candidates the ballot shall be declared 
void unless at least twenty~five Nobles 
participate in the ballot. Pending the 
adoption of any such amendment the Com- 
mittee sees no objection to the Potentate 
requesting that more of the Nobility 
actually ballot in every election of can- 
didates. Incidentally a serious question 
is raised, if at some future meeting, a 
complete list of many candidates is passed 
upon in a block, and three or more black 
balls appear. Since the provisions of 
the Imperial Code permit only a second 
ballot in such a case, it would be necessary 
to vote on each of the many applicants 
individually. To follow the procedure 
adopted in some other bodies, -whereby the 
list is then broken up into sets of ten 

or twelve candidates to be voted upon a 
second time, - would mean that in case 
three or more blackballs appeared in any 
such second ballot the entire group of ten 
or twelve names could not in turn be then 
split for a third ballot. An amendment 
to the Imperial Code-to permit three, rather 
than two ballots, in such cases might well 
be presented for action by the Imperial 
Couhcil. 


The third and final suggestion by Noble 
Goodwin would require a complete list of 

all candidates to be voted upon at-any 
meeting to be printed and mailed out to each 
and every member before the ceremonial. The 
suggestion has considerable merit but raises 
troublesome questions of policy. For such 

a list to be included in the Aleppo News 
prior to a meeting would mean closing the 
lists at least three weeks prior to such 
meeting. To send out a list specially to our 
entire membership would involve an expense of 
some $400. for postage and envelopes alone. 

A majority of the Committee suggests possible 
adoption of the following amendment to the 
appropriate Article and section of the By- 
Laws of Aleppo Temple: Any petitions for 
membership in Aleppo Temple to be acted upon 
at any meeting must be received in the office 
of the Recorder, in proper and complete form, 
and accompanied by the prescribed fee, at 
least four full days before the meeting at 
which said petition is voted upon. The 


names of all candidates to be balloted upon 

at any meeting shall be posted in the office 
of the Recorder at least 72 hours before such 
ballot is taken. A complete list of all 
candidates to be voted upon at any meeting of 
Aleppo Temple shall be available for distribu- 
tion to members present at such meeting.

The first suggestion was that only one black 
ball, rather than three, be sufficient to reject an 
applicant, It was pointed out that such a change 
would require an amendment to the Imperial Code itself, 
and cannot be effected either by resolution or by a 
change in the By Laws of Aleppo Temple. Such an amendment, 
if desired, must be proposed for action at a session 
of the Imperial Council. 

The second suggestion was that twenty-five or 
thirty members must participate in a ballot for any 
candidate in order to make the ballot valid. While 
there appears to be considerable merit to the suggestion 
that more of the Nobility should participate in any 
balloting on candidates, an abBolute rule requiring a 
minimum number of Nobles to participate would require a 
By Law amendment, subject of course to approval by the 
Committee on Juris h¥e$ien and Laws of the Imperial Council, 
as well ast the Imperial Potentate. The Committee is disposed
